Three Texas Lynchers Fail in Their Appeal 
to the Supreme Court. 
Washington, April 4—In the United 
States supreme court today, the conspiracy 
case against Waggoner, Wallace and 
logan, from Texas, was decided against 
~ poe named defendants. gt ——— 
part of a lyn g y which attempt 
to take from United States officers four 
brothers, named Marlow, who had sur- 
rendered to the officers, and who were be- 
ing transferred from one county to another 
for safer custody. Although the Marlows 
were manacled, they showed fight to such 
good purpose that they wrested the arms 
from their assailants and drove them off. 
Two of the Marlow brothers were killed 
and the other two wounded, and several

A GOTTON REPORT 


Showing the Actual Weight of Bales of Last 
Year. 


New Orleans, April 4.—The chief supervisor 
of the cotton exchange reports the total loss 
by yesterday’s fire as 30,000 bales and in addi- 
tion 4,000 bales are badly damaged, but the ex- 
tent of the loss on the latter is yet uncertain. 
No change will be made in the stock total 
here on account of the fire, until an actual ap- 
proximation, if not actual figures of the entire 
loss, can be obtained. 

The actual average weight of the 7,592,862 
bales of cotton crop embracing port receipts 
and overland for seven months ending March 
3ist, 500 56-100 against 503 64-100 pounds per. 
bale last year. Detailed averages are as 
follows: Texas 521 21-100, a decrease from 
Jast year of 9 29-100; Louisiana 499 21-100, a 
decrease from 256-100; Alabama 498, decreased 
10; Georgia 484 11-100, a decrease 1017-100; 
South Carolina 488, a decrease of 3; North 
Carolina 494 82-100, a decrease of 2 45-100; 
Virginia 494 37-100, an increase of 3 37-100: 
Tennessee including Memphis, St. Louis an 
overland, 50 69-100, a decrease of 1 78-100; net 
decrease for the whole compared with the 
close of February this year, 5 3-100 pounds per 
bale and compared with the close of March 
lastjyear, 5 38-100. 


TORNADO IN KANSAS, 


Several Houses Blown Down and Two Per-

Kansas Oity, Mo., April 4.—A’ special to 
The Star from Cherryvale, Kas., says the 
country a mile east of Cherryvale was_struck 
by a tornado about 10 o’clock last night and 
half a dozen houses were demolished, two 
people, names unknown, being killed. In 
Cherryvale a woman was killed by lightning, 
but the wind did not tonch the town. Dex- 
ter, in Cowley county, is also reported to have 
suffered from the wind. The Western Union 
wires are down. Indications point to the 
probability of another wind storm before 
night. The barometer is steadily falling, the 
sky is brassy and a strong south wind is blow- 
ing. An inky, black cioud is said to be hang- 
ing over the section southwest of Arkansas 
City, and the local weather bureau predicts 
more storms. Iwo additional deaths have 
occurred at Towanda from injuries received 
in Tuesday night’s storm.

He made a quick, apt pupil, in 
perfect accord with his brightness, and 
very easily mastered the intricacies of the

Express Compary, to whom he applied for 
a position, recognized the boy’s ability and

There young Couch had every opportunity 
to show himself, and availed: himself of 
the chance.

Southern Negroes in New York. 

A few weeks ago several colonies of 
southern blacks on their way to Africa 
were stranded in New York city, where 
their suffering excited general pity and 
indignation.

A railroad 
now being constructed through the Adi- 
rondacks has drawn a crowd of negroes 
from Tennessee to do the heavy work, 
and these unfortunates have been reduc- 
ed’ to extremities by their hardships and 
the rigorous climate.

At Schenectady, sixteen miles out from Al- 
bany, was found a batch of fourteen negroes, 
huddled together like shivering sheep, ,in an 
old woodshed.

The Printers and the Government. 

The American Bookbinder urges the 
printers of the country to support Con- 
gressman Scott’s bill repealing the law 
which authorizes the postmaster general 
to have return requests printed on 
envelopes. 

It appears that the government sells 
annually about 250,000,000 printed envel- 
opes. The cost of this printing is about 
one dollar a thousand, and the govern- 
ment is therefore competing with our 
printers to the extent of about $250,000 
a year. 

It is contended that this is unjust 
because it introduces into the field of 
private enterprise a species of compe- 
tition which private enterprise is not pre- 
pared to meet. Possibly it is unconstitu- 
tional. If the government can print envel- 
opes without charge, why can it not fur- 
nish free of cost anything necessary to 
facilitate postal communication? 

The government should, if anything, 
encourage private industry, but in this 
case it is a competitor against it. The 
principle of the thing irritates the print- 
ers more than the amount of money 
involved. It strikes us that they are in 
the right. Wherever it is consistent with 
the public welfare the citizen should be 
left free to work for a livelihood without 
having to meet the dangerous competition 
of the government.

Macon, Ga., April 4.—(Special. }—One of 
the greatest combines ever formed in the 
south saw its birth in Macon today. 

The organization represents an industry 
— & Capital of over twenty million dol- 


The Georgia Lumbermen’s Association 
met in the board of trade rooms at 10 
o'clock this morning, and again this after- 
noon, and succeded in férming the long de- 
sired pool for the protection of the lumber 
intcrests of Georgia. 

Nearly every mill in the state was repre 
sented and it is claimed that all will be iz 
before a great while. A committee was 
apy-ointed to suggest plans for organiza- 
ton, 
The Plan Su; gested. 

The committee recommended that local 
organizations on each line of road be form- 
ed and that each organization anpoint a 
committee of three to be known as the ex- 
ecutive committee, with power to act; that 


genera! executive committee with headquar- 
ters in Macon, and elect a secretary with 
cfic» in Macon, through whom they will 
ménage the entire lumber busivess of Geor- 
gi. 

The report of the committee was adopt- 
ed, and local organizations will be formed 
at once, after which the executive commit- 

will meet in Macon, on April 19th, at 
10 o'clock, to elect a president and six vice 
presidents and a secretary from their num- 
ber. The plan proposed for handling this 
immense lumber business is to have all or- 
ders come direct to the secretary at the 
head office in Macon. The secretary will 
distribute these orders out to the different 
mills, seeing that all of them are kept busy, 
and being perfectly impartial in the placing 
of those orders. The price will be uni- 
form, and will be fixed by the executive 
committee. The present combine is in- 
tended to do atvay with these commission 
merchants or middle men, because it gives 
them nothing to do, inasmuch as all the 
mills cut exclusively for the exchange in 
Macon, 

What Is Claimed. 


The lumbermen claim that these brokers, 
or middle men, are people who haven’t a 
dollar invested in the tumber industry of 
the state but simply set 1p an office in Sa- 
vauneh, Brunswick or Atlanta and bid for 
contracts, 

‘The most important question that con- 
fronted the lumbermen was how to control 
the supply and demand and after long con- 
sil-raiion they found that nothing else was 
tc be done but shut down the mills when 
the supply becomes too great. In this 
they hav - followed the plans «f the Stand- 
ard Oil Company exactly. Ali of the mills 
being members of this association or com- 
bine it will be left to the executive com- 
mittee to order such as necessity requires. 
To d> this they will consult with the differ- 
‘ent. mill owners, ascertaining from them 
what emount trey will require for a shat 
down ot ten, twenty or thirty dsys. The 
amcunt being fixed all othar mls in the as- 
sociuiion will be assessed: hy the’ executive 
committee their pro rata to pay ‘this 
amount, ach mill paying in preportion to 
size.

How ‘Twas Done. 

Mr. Woodward, chairman of the joint 
sommittee, legislation and salary, faced a 
weary and well-worn audience, when at 
he tail of the session he came to his feet 
ith the report of his committee on the 
question of perquisites. As Mr. Woodward 
“ame up, he lifted from his desk a pile of 

“I have here,” he said, “the report of the 
committee on legislation and the salary 
committee on the matter of perquisites.” 

Then, with a heavy sigh, he unrolled a 
yard or two of a lawyer’s red tape from the 
papers. One, a huge affair of many sheets 
and many words, he retained, while the 
others he laid upon his desk. 

“First,” he said, “I'll read the report of 
the joint committee.” ~ 

That paper gave the history of the refer- 
ence of the question to the. two committees. 
Then the next chapter involved the wok 
of that secret session where the report was 
made up. The lines presented an ordinance 
which the council was asked to adopt. 

That ordinance provided that the clerk 
to the general council should\be paid a sal- 
ary of $2,400 a year, instead of fees, and 
that he should be given a clerk with $1,200 
salary. lt provided, too, that the mar- 
shal’s fees should be cut off, and that he 
be given a salary of $3,600 a year, out of 
Which to pay his own expenses. The re- 
port—the language used in it—doubted 
somewhat the adyisability of © dispensing 
with the services of the marshal, but 
called for the legislation necessary to do 
so, and in the same paragraph transferred 
the duties of the marshal, after the change, 
upon the tax collector, . 

“That,” said Mr. Woodward, “is the re- 
sult of the labors of the committee.”

NEW YORK, April 4.—A fire in New Orleans yes- 
terday that, according to this morning’s papers had 
destroyed about 80,000 bales of cotton, has been the 
main feature of the market today. Later advices trom 
New Orleans reduce the estimates of the loss there to 
about 34,000 bales. Most of the cotton seems to have 
been at the presses in process of shipment, and the 
fear that the contracts sold against it in Liverpoo! and 
elsewhere would have to be covered resulted in giving 
us an advance of 10 points at the opening here. . In 
Liverpool the same influence was the basis of an im- 
provement of from 3@4-Sid. In our market, however, 
the full advance has not been maintained. By 1 o'clock 
halfof it had been iost. New Orleans adivees seem in- 
clined to depreciate the importance of the fire as a bull 
argument, and say that the probable salvage will be 
large. For tomorrow a full movement seems in prospect, 
New Orleans getting from 11,000 to 12,000 bales. Unques- 
tionably, however, the port receipts are largely at the 
expense of the interior towns, and the planttaion de- 
liveries for the week do not promise to be much larger 
than last week, Aside from the fresh speculation that 
the fire has induced there is but little of interest 
to report in connection with our market today, Asa 
class the trade seems disposed to wait upon news of 
the planting and progress of the crop, and as nothing 
definite upon this subject can be known until after the 
first of May, it does not seem reasonable to look for 
much change until after that date. During the after- 
noon the market continued dull but steady, closing 
finally at 5 points advance on Saturday’s prices. To- 
ward the close a bear attack was made that met with 
considerable resistance. Interior receipts at the three 
towns of Memphis, St. Louis and Augusta are 1,239 
bales, against 1,802 bales last year. 


Lehman Bros.’ Cotton Letter.

NEW YORK, April 4.—A serious fire in New Orleans 
which, after many estimates, secms to have destroyed 
about 30,000 bales, stimulated Liverpool to the extent 
of 4@5-6id this morning, while we here at the opening 
were abont 10 points higher as well. With the ad- 
vance, however, there seemed to bea fair amount of 
cotton for sale, and gradually prices sagged off, closing 
nearly at bottom figures. The report that New Orleans 
would receive 10,000 to 11,000 bales tomorrow had no 
great bearing upon prices, as the same had already de- 
clined, and it was generally known that these large 
receipts were owing to the liberal shipments from 
Memphis, whence the cotton comes. In fact, the 
large loss in stock at the interior points last week 
ought to give us fair port receipts, both this and next 
week, Other than the above there was no feature that 
transpired today,and but for the same we shonid 
probably have had a much duller market than the 
already very quiet one that we have just passed 
through. We can hardly understand the selling, but 
our bulls are so glad at times to take slight profits that 
it must doubtless be attributed to this fact. We re. 
peat that we think, that unless the preparations of the 
next crop area scrious disappointment, purchases are 
reasonably safe at the present figures.

CHICAGO, April 4.—There was a decided novelty in 
Chicago today—a bullish grain market from a variety 
of causes. While a sale or so was reported at 78ko at 
the opening, there were otier salee at the time in dif- 
ferent parts of the pit at 78@784c, and in a short time 
touched 77 %c, but the decline started some good buy- 
ing, and the market began to harden. The shorts coy- 
ered freely and the scalpers boaght,|resulting in a steady 
advance to 79c, G off some and at 12 o’clock was 
about 78%c. During the last hour it was reported that 
wheat is not growing as vigerously as the weather 
would indicate that it should; and was apparently 
lacking in vitality. May responded with an advance 
to 79'¢c followed by a reaction of {cand asteady close. 

Business in the corn pit was of the slimmest propor- 
tions, but the fetling was firm, and prices wound up 
with a slight improvement. Fluctuations were con- 
fined towange of %c. Moist and warm weather in the 
west was a prominent factor. 

Oats were traded in liberally, the deferred months 

securing more attention. Prices advanced \@o, 
closing almost at ontside figures. 
‘ Stagnation was the rule inthe provision pit. The 
market was easier on liberal receipts of hogs and 1l0c 
lower prices at the yards.

Lamson Bros. & Co.’s Grain Letter. 
By Private Wife to A. P. Youngblood. 

CHICAGO, April 4.—At the opening this morning 
the wheat market was weak owing to lower cables. 
The principal decline came from Liverpool and Berlin, 
those markets being very much depressed owing to 
the opening of navigation and ability to obtain freights 
at lower rates. Laterinthe day our market became 
firm dne principally to the general demand for cash 
wheat throughout the country, both for domestic and 
foreign purposes. This we think will .be the control- 
ing feature in the near future. Corn and oats were 
very mach neglected, fairly good domestic demand in 
a@ general way, some pretty good buying of the former 
by speculators who believe the receips will not be 
equal to the demand for May delivery around 40c. 
There was very little interest and no feature in the 
provision market. The usual amount of cash busi- 
ness was done for domestic and foreign parposes. 
Speculators were not doing anthing.
